Classic Super Bulky Knit Hat

A cozy bulky hat to keep you warm & toasty during the winter months. 


Materials Needed 

❖ 1 skein of Lion Brand’s Wool-Ease Thick & Quick (or any Super Bulky 
yarn approx. 70 yards) 

❖ US size 13 (9.0mm) & US size 15 (10.0 mm) 16” circulars 

❖ Size 13 (9.0mm) DPNS 

❖ Darning needle for weaving in ends 

Gauge 

10 stitches per 4 inches in stockinette. 



















Directions 

1x1 Rib Brim 


Using the size 13 circular needle & the long-tail cast on method, cast on 40 
stitches. Place marker to join, being careful not to twist. 

• [Knit 1, Purl 1] around for 10 rounds total. 

• Knit one round. 


Body 

Switch to the size 15 circular needle. 

• Knit all stitches for 17 rounds. 

Crown (decrease) 

• Rndl: [K3, K2tog] around to end of row. (32 sts) 
switch to size 13 DPNs (8 on each DPN) 

• Rnd2: Knit all stitches around. 

• Rnd3: [K2, K2tog] around. (24 sts) 

• Rnd4: Knit all stitches around. 

• Rnd5: [K1, K2tog] around. (16 sts) 

• Rnd6: Knit all stitches around. 

• Rnd7: [k2tog] around. (8 sts) 

Cut yarn leaving a tail. Place the remaining stitches onto a darning needle 
and pull tight. Weave in the ends.
